For best results with cereal biscuits make porridge with 
them. Pour on hot water and crush them up. Add dairy 
whitener and sugar if additional sweetness is required, 
and eat while hot.

If you have no cooking utensils and you wish to use the 
tin foil container, boil water in the foil container or it will 
disintegrate on an open fire without water in it. You can 
add tea.

There Goes the Neighbourhood 


As usual | have got right off the point of this story, which 
is really about the mess this district has got itself in. No 
fancy French poodles ever pass this way any more; | like 
those French girls too. 

It all started when a local hotel was taken over by some 
rather peculiar Aboriginal gentlemen who encouraged 
their people to indulge in far too much liquor.

150 yards away. The screaming didn't stop until midnight. 

This sort of thing went on until one day a young white 
man was walking through the mall, when seven of the 
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Opposite colour beat him senseless. He is still senseless 
in hospital, and this is what followed. The young man's 
brother, who worked on a property out in western 

Queensland, drove into town and purposely entered the 
hotel and shot six of the indigenous patrons. He went to jail, 
but something happened. The hotel was closed and it was 
not re-opened. The drinking club moved into the hotel over 
the road, but there has been a massive improvement in 
their behaviour since this incident. 

It was pointed out to the police and council that the penalty 
for ignoring the Jaw was anarchy. They didn't believe it; did 
it take a tragedy like this to make them act? 

The remorse of the Aboriginal mothers must have been 
dreadful and imagine the mother of the two brothers; one 
in a coma in hospital, the other in jail with his future ruined. 
Mothers have to pay the penalty for official apathy. 


Well, what part does Mick play in this story? He still turns 
up nearly every morning, smart as a new penny 
Sometimes if he has time he will have a cup of tea, then 
he will get to work outside. When he finds a black body lying 
in the nature strip between the flowers, he does a little 
dance, and shouts and berates the sleeping drunk. He calls 
them black bastards and screams that they should be 
ashamed of letting down their race. At the same time he 
is kicking them in the chest region, | don't think he hurts 
them too much as he wouldn't make four foot six, and has 
said he used to be a jockey. He probably hurts there pride. 
When they finally rise, he calls a taxi, pays for it to take them 
home and moves on to the next. | don't think he is practising 


for sainthood but from one black to another he deserves it. 


My master queries him on what he thinks of the Aboriginal 

treaty and Mick gets quite irate and points his finger and 
says that he wants no Aboriginal rights, he just wants the 
same as all other Australians. He feels that the government 
is only stirring up all this dissension and trouble so that 
when the Australian public get so tired of it, paying their way 
though toll gates, paying for water rights and losing their 
property, they may get angry and turn that anger on 
innocent Aborigines. 

He is very worried about the future of his people, and in 
fact all Australian people, for it looks like they are 
determined to drink away their heritage and lose 
everything. | think dogs could teach people something. 

| suppose you think all that has gone before is bad but it 
pales into insignificance when compared to what goes on 
at the back of the gun shop. 


Where Have All Our Morals Gone?

Ai ideas must have a beginning somewhere in time. 
Late eighteenth century in Frankfurt am Main seems to 
be a historic focus point with Adam Weishaupt, Meyer 
Rothschild, and a third player, George Wilhelm Friedrich 
Hegel. Hegel was an idealist philosopher who developed 
a dialectical theory that emphasised the progress of 
history and ideas from thesis to antithesis, and hence to 
a higher and richer synthesis (if you cannot follow this 
you're not on your own, we will simplify it later; this is what 
the Brittanica says about him). 

He was one of the great modern creators of a 
philosophical system that influenced the development of 
existentialism, Marxism, and the enlightenment 
movement. This enlightenment movement included 
thinkers from all religious and racial groups in the western 
world, and the word enlightenment in meaning is not 
unlike the other word “Illuminati”. However this was not

the beginning, time or place for the inspiration that stirred 
Hegel and others. Hegel was a devotee of the Greek 
philosopher Plato who, after his mentor Socrates had 
drunk the poison hemlock at the demand of the Athenians 
and died, wrote a little old book called The Republic. In 
fact it's older then the New Testament, and at 400 B.C. 
outdates some of the Old Testament. So who knows how 
far and wide its ideas have spread? 


Platonism 


Plato was an aristocrat, a 
descendant of one of the 
legendary founders of Athens, 
yet turned toward Sparta as a 
better political role model. This 
was unusual again as Sparta 
was devoid of intellectuals. He 
saw Sparta as the image of an 
all-powerful state, in which the 
Political disunity and 
intellectual anarchy of Athens 
had resulted in the death of 
the best person to ever live, 
Socrates. 

Plato, taking Sparta as his 
model, describes his ideal 
(new world state) republic as

collectivist or 
communist, with the 
ideal not of 
promoting the 
material well-being 
of the citizens, but of 
making them better 
through the absence 
both of poverty and 
ambition. This is an 
aristocratic form of 
communism, in 
which philosophers 
are the ultimate 
tulers, and poets and 
speculative thinkers 
are banished. He 
advocates using 
whatever force 
necessary for the 
wiping out of all 
existing government 
and social structure so the new rulers can start with a

clean canvas to develop the portrait of the new modern 
state. 

Sparta's "new world” lasted for three hundred years, 
while the other Greek states were in a period of extreme 
competition and changing political systems, so its stability 
could not be criticised. Commerce and the possession of 
gold and silver were forbidden; male citizens were 
brought up as soldiers from the age of seven, they ate and 
slept in dormitories even after they married. When the 
democratic Athenians became too soft and capitulated to 
Sparta, arms control was the first thing on the agenda. 
Anyone bearing arms was executed. Only the Spartan 
elite carried arms. The decline of the Athenians can be 
related to modern times; the traditional family-based 
ideals of justice and law were infiltrated by a cult, the 
orphic sect, vegetarians who held a belief that the human 
soul will find peace after many reincarnations. 

Their legal system never recovered from the trial of their 
six generals. They had won the battle of Arginusae 
against Sparta and were charged with failing to rescue 
the crews of the disabled ships. The trial reeked of 
corruption with false witnesses, and how could there be 
justice when the chief prosecutor, Theramenes, had been 
one of the captains ordered by the generals to pick up the 
survivors? The media driven mob howled for the deaths 
of the generals and the courts submitted. Two years later 
they lost everything to the Spartans. 
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Hegel's Dialectical Theory 


It is very difficult to find "new" ideas when we consult 
history. Sadly, we realise how often personal sacrifice is 
wasted on the same evils thousands of years apart. 
People like Hegel, Marx, Engels, Moses Hess, 
Rothschild, and John Ruskin saw it from the opposite 
direction to ourselves. They did not see Sparta as a 
mistake, they saw it as an inspiration for the new world. 
Hegel's dialectical system, thesis to antithesis and hence 
to richer synthesis was quickly used by all the 
conspirators of the day who were smart enough to 
understand it. Not that they ever interpreted it to their 
disciples; if anything they concentrated on confusing it so 
they could use the principle on the masses who would not 
even bother to read, even though their parents had gone 
to great expense to teach them. 

This is my quick run down on the way they saw it and 
still use it today with great effect. Thesis: there is a great 
football team, or political party, or religion, the Reds. 
Antithesis: opposite great football team, opposite political 
party, opposite religion, the Blues. Really, both sides are 
always ultimately propelled by the smart ones. By 








encouraging opposites they watch nations force 
themselves through either door just to find oblivion and 
nothing on the other side of the door. That does not deter 
the others from struggling to go through the door, "let's 
kill the other side so we can get there quicker", but once 
through the doar it's too late, they can not go back and 
warn the rest, so it continues for years and centuries. 
Sometimes the names on the doors change, but that is 
unimportant as long as there are two arguments for each 
designed subject. 

Richer synthesis: when populations are busy killing one 
another the smart ones, or the Illuminati, keep installing 
their anaesthetic control mechanisms to tighten the grip 
on all mankind of all persuasions; they always win. All 
who challenge them by saying, "No, hald on a minute, lets 
do something different, let's not go through the door of 
communism or capitalism, or catholic or protestant" are 
eliminated or laughed at, and internationalistic 
aristocracy take a step up the ladder. 


The Damning of Oxford 


Another disciple of Plato and Hegel was John Ruskin. 
Like Hegel and Marx he was a student of Greek history. 
He had been left a fortune by his father who was a wine 
merchant, and in 1870 (a hundred years after Weishaupt 
and a fore runner, like a John the Baptist forthe Fabians), 
he became professor of fine arts at Oxford University. He 


electrified the staff and students, since as well as 
discussing arts he had his students build roads and 
venture into community experiments. He established the 
St George Guild, which was designed to buy lands mills 
and factories and start model industries on a cooperative 
or socialistic basis. His models failed, but the ideas made 
alarge impression on the young fertile minds of the British 
aristocracy. 

Where did he get his inspiration from? According to 
Ruskin Today by Kenneth Clark, he read directly from the 
source of all dictatorships, Plato's Republic, every day. 
Plato wanted a ruling class with a powerful army to keep 
it in power, and a society completely subordinate to the 
monolithic 
authority of the 
rulers. He 
advocated the 
elimination of 
marriage and the 
family so that all 
women would 
belong to all men, 
and all men would 
belong to all 
women. The 
results, children, 
would be required 
to be taken over 
by the State, and 
raised 
anonymously. Of 
course selective 
breeding was big 
on the agenda 
and homosexual 
unions were 
encouraged; 
inferior children or cripples were to be destroyed. There 
was to be a three-level structure of society into fixed 
classes: the ruling class, the military class and the 
workers’ class. 

Plato said the masses would have to be induced to 
believe a government-indoctrinated falsehood that 
people were born with gold, silver, or copper in their 
souls, and the rulers would determine which was present 
in the soul of each person and place them in their class 
(anyone who has read Brave New World by Aldous 
Huxley could spot the resemblance). He admits that this 
was untrue but believed it necessary to enable the 
administration to function and that this principle could be 
taught by government-accredited religions. 

Ruskin preached that the state must take control of the 
means of production and distribution, and organise them 
for the good of the community as a whole, yet still be 
prepared to place the control of the state in the hands of 
one man. "My continual aim has been to show the eternal 





John Ruskin, lifetime devotee of

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superiority of some men to others, sometimes even of 
one man to all others." Ruskin influenced the Oxford 
undergraduates, who were the coming generation of the 
privileged ruling class. He emphasised that the scope of 
his ideas was on a world platform and not nationalistic. 
These messages were sensational for his day and 
impacted into his students, one of them being Cecil 
Rhodes. He copied out in long hand the inaugural 
address of Ruskin's and kept it with him for thirty years. 
Rhodes, who amongst other things became the Prime 
Minister of Cape Colony, had obviously taken to heart 
Ruskin's theory of the superiority of even one man to all 
others, and maybe believed he was that person. 


All Rhodes Lead to the Round Table 


Cecil Rhodes (1853 to 
1902) was born in 
Bishop's Storford, U.K. 
The son of the vicar, he 
was sent to work at the 
same cotton farm as his 
brother Herbert in Natal, 
South Africa, Cecil hada 
weakness of the lungs 
lj and they considered the 
climate in South Africa 
| would be good for him. 
} Eventually the 
excitement of the 
diamond fields lured 
them to Kimberly. He 
advanced from being a 
speculative digger to the 
Status of a man of substance and ambition. His first 
partners were men as impoverished as himself such as 
C.D. Rudd, with whom he formed De Beers Consolidated 


Cecil Rhodes 





Mines Ltd. 


Eventually, success brought new friends in Lord 
Rothschild and Alfred Beit, and with this extra help he 
gained control of all De Beers mines and then bought 
control of the Kimberly Mine from Barney Barneto. In 
1891 Rhodes, De Beers Ltd owned 90% of the world's 
production of diamonds and a major part of South African 
gold mines. Rhodes never regarded moneymaking as an 
end to itself; international expansion seemed his goal. He 
entered the South African parliament depending on Boer 
support and held the seat for the rest of his life. During 
his time in South Africa he was constantly to and fro 
between Cape Town and Oxford University. Rhodes was 
the main mover of two clubs of Ruskin's disciples. One 
at Oxford; Arnold Toynbee, Alfred (Lord) Milner, Arthur 
Glazebrook, George (Sir) Parkin, Phillip Lyttiton Gell, and 
Henry (Sir) Birchenough, and at Cambridge; Reginald 
Baliol Brett (Lord Esher), Sir John B. Seeley, Albert (Lord) 
Gray and Edmund Garrett - all were devotees of Ruskin's 
theories. 

In 1891 William Stead, a journalist, and Rhodes formed 
a secret society and most of the executive was from the 
two Ruskin University clubs. Originally it was a "circle of 
initiates" and then it changed its name to the Round Table 
organisation. 

Rhodes worked himself into the ground promoting 
Britain's expansion from the Cape of Africa to Cairo, and 
spent money as fast as he made it in advancing his plans 
for a world federation (English speaking of course). But 
when he died in 1902 his considerable fortune was put 
under the control of Lord Milner and Lord Rothschild, and 
was divided up between the Rhodes Scholarships at 
Oxford and the Round Table organisation. In Edition 14 
we will continue the story of the Round Table organisation 
in to more modern times.

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It, as some ill-informed people suggest, the right to 
defend our lives and property has been rightfully removed 
from us by our parliament, what do we hold as worth 
defending?

Is it too expensive 
or do you think it's useless anyway 
as the politicians will only change 
the law afterwards or make it 
retrospective, nullifying any 
loophole that you might have found 
against the system? | saw a big sign 
on atree the other day, "Judges are 
Corrupt’. | didn't putit there, no one 
has taken it down, so there are others besides myself who 
have had similar experiences. Even lawyers will tell you 
"there is no such thing now as justice". Well we have to 
agree there is no recourse within the law. 


Faith No More 


Do we accept that the parliament is breaking natural law 
(common law) and statue laws (the Constitution, Bill of 
Rights 1689 and the Magna Carta)? If you think they are 
not have a look at the first few sentences of our 
Constitution and apply the Mabo decision and the 
republican debate to the words "unite", "indissoluble" and 
"federation" and you can spot easily the "lie". Also it might 
be thought that if a parliament allows the situation where 
the people have no recourse to the law, ititself is breaking 
the law. 

We have recourse to the ballot box but with the tyranny 
of the party political system blocking all who do not swear 
allegiance to the party. Ask a politician to break the party 
line and you might as well ask a cow to jump over the 
moon. 

If we have no recourse to the law and a parliament which 
is itself breaking the law, the law which governs us is

meaningless and we are only governed by raw power of 
force. Comply or go to jail. If you do not accept jail and 
tun away or rebel the parliament's forces will hunt you 
down. You have no recourse to law, you finally have to 
accept that the power force is in “arms” of one type or 
another. The Australian people are in a cotton wool world 
with lots of padding but in reality are under an 
authoritarian control which is just as merciless than any 
that has existed in world history, 

lf you comply with the system and let the parliament or 
banks resume your property (there 
is no difference), and go on the 
dole, and if you object to the 
education system of indoctrination 
and give your children home 
schooling, and the system objects 
and they take your children and 
make them wards of the state, and 
you comply, well you will just exist 
quite comfortably. But if you rebel 
i and say “no | will not leave my 

B property” or, "no you cannot take 
my children away”, then you are 
declaring war on the system and 
force will be used on you. 

Of course this leaves all thinking 
people with the terrifying knowledge 
that force can only be combated with equal force, and that 
no change or improvements can be brought forward 
except by using the same force back.

Of Course We Love You, Big Brother! 


We can accept the reality in Australia too, but it is much 
worse in the fictitious country of Apathralia, under the 
“puppet quisling" government, controlled by the "New 
World Order". The Apathralian Telecom has just finished 
installing a new computerised system that has 
everything, well almost. The only thing that's missing is 
personal privacy. When it was first introduced most 
people found it all very convenient and efficient, as you 
purchased the dwindling amounts of food or petrol from 
the supermarket it would all be itemised and deducted 
direct from your account by in-line computerised madems 
working through the phone lines. 

Purchase anything in the new cashless society and you 
(and government officials) have a convenient record of 
the transaction with the date, time and description of 
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goods. All payments into your account are recorded 
immediately, whom from, when, what for, and how much. 
People sending faxes ordering books frowned on by the 
Apathralian authorities from free overseas countries, 
were amazed when the Customs Department appeared 
on their doorstep holding a copy of their fax. As they were 
being charged and taken away they were still thinking, 
"How did they know, | told no one, its impossible, they 
cannot read everyone's faxes!"

Again 
recorders will listen 24 hours a day for key words, and 
anytime the human investigators want to listen they only 
have to pick up a mobile handset to listen to what is going 
on in a house or in a car where a mobile phone is or if 
the conversation is in the area of a fax or an on line 
microphone of any description. The security police laugh 
as they appreciate that the mug population is paying for 
its own surveillance in their own homes.

tenacity, teamwork, knowing that doing their part will save 
the rest, and of course with them all knowing one 
another's families how could they face the shame of going 
home to a their own village branded as a coward? No, it 
was the lessor of two evils, to stay and face death rather 
then face their families as cowards. 

Sir Colin Campbell, commander of the Highland Brigade, 
exploited this emotion just before the Brigade received 
the order to take the heights of Alma in the Crimean War, 
on which the enemy was strongly posted. Sir Colin 
addressed his troops as follows: "Now men, you are 
going into action; remember that where you fall you must 
lie until the bandsmen pick you up. If any man leaves the 
ranks to help a wounded comrade |'ll post his name on 
the parish church". No greater indignity could befall a 
soldier than to have his name put on the church door of 
his native place as the lassies would have nothing to do 
with him if he returned home. They did their bit and drove 
the Russians off the Alma'heights. In normal times they 
more than likely would have done it anyway, but at that 
particular time they had been marching for days with no 
water and many were going down with cholera, so Sir 
Colin probably thought a little pep talk was a good idea. 


Of course there is another reason why

men stand fast and stoically go over 
the top marching into machine gun fire 
set on a fixed traverse, meaning 
agonising wounds, or if they are lucky 
a quick death. That reason is fear of 
the army. Some call it esprit de corps, 
some discipline; basically it is fear of 
not doing it. During the first World War 
the British Army officially executed 
346 soldiers. Desertion and cowardice 
in the face of the enemy were a large 
proportion. 


Enforced Valour 


Some of our readers may have 
knowledge of the French Army 
decimating regiments that had not 
pressed the attack courageously 
enough. That involved taking the 


Va 








cavalry charge, or have Napoleon's cannon balls 
knocking your mates around like skittles, while you are 
forbidden to flinch never mind take cover. 

The men that formed the Kings’ armies that fought in 
Agincourt or Cressy were all from the trained bands or 
militia; many had relations, fathers and brothers in the 
same units. This may have several benefits which install 


regiment to a rear area and making 
every ten men draw straws; the man 
with the shortest was given some time to write to his 
family and taken out and shot by firing squad. "Good for 
morale", said the French generals; “Good for us", said the 
German soldiers, "less of them for us to kill.” "Barbaric”, 
said the British officers, but they were worse. 


When the whistles blew for a bayonet charge on one of 
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the main Offenses like the Somme or 
Passchendaele, as the men went over 
the top they would drag any wounded 
comrades over the top with them, no 
matter how badly they were wounded. 
Some were even shot again as they were 
dumped on the top of the parapets. The 
reason for this was that after the officers 
blew the whistle and started the charge 
the regimental military police would clear 
all those trenches and if anyone was still 
alive in those trenches they were shot by 
the MPs. Now you will understand why 
the MPs were so unpopular. When those 
trenches were cleared, only then would 
the new regiments be allowed to fill them 
up in preparation for the next wave. 


Uncommon Valour 


There is another type of courage, the 
berserker. In a military action he receives 
countless medals. He is the Audie 
Murphy type who experiences massive 
shock as his friends are turned into pulp 
blood and bone fit for the garden. His 
brain snaps and armed with a pocket 
knife he jumps into enemy trenches and 
kills sixteen machine gunners and takes 
ninety nine prisoners. The military history 


books are full of these type of heroics 
since the first historians ever kept 
records, 


Lonely Courage 


The sniper has to have a very different 
type of courage to the ones we have 
previously discussed. No one will be 
there to record any cowardice or 
bravery, as he will be working solitary. 
The fear of the Army will not instill 
internal fortitude; berserker type 
courage is too loud and open for him; 
no, his courage has to come from a 
quiet self confidence in himself and his 
equipment. He knows that in his line of 
work the Geneva Convention only 
works as an exception to the rule. He 
has to wait patiently sometimes for days 
to let the enemy walk almost over him 
before he starts work. If he is 
unfortunate enough to be caught alive 
and conscious he can only expect a 
torturous death after he has shot a 
number of their friends in the back or 
other painful places. 


The German soldiers in World War 1! 
were very keen on hammering a 
cartridge case into any captured 





It would take a special type of 
courage to get dressed like this. 
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sniper's forehead with rifle butts. When caught by any 
nation's soldiers snipers are very unpopular and almost 
never make prisoner of war status. 

The earliest recorded sensational sniping affair was 
many years prior to rifles. King William in August 1100 
was mysteriously shot through the head by an arrow 
while hunting in the New Forest. He had been tyrannical 
with the barons and unpopular with the people. Imagine 
the coolness required to lay in wait for the King of 
England, and the steady hand and aim, then a perfect 
release to put the arrow on target. The sniper was never 
caught, he avoided the King's retainers and so avoided 
being hung, drawn and quartered - which would have 
been the best fate he could have expected if he was 
caught. 

The sniper is an assassin, but as a soldier he is doing 
his job. He is not selecting targets who have no capacity 
to retaliate; if he is observed or detected before he begins 
his job he has a very limited future. Snipers have other 
problems which create pressure and need types of 
courage to overcome them, one being that even the Army 
that employs them sometimes finds the need to make 
them disposable. The case of Japanese snipers 





strapping themselves into the tops of coconut palms were 
not the only cases; historically snipers are used primarily 
for defensive purposes to slow down enemy advances. 
A general orders to "deploy snipers" to protect his 
withdrawal and follows it up with an artillery barrage in the 
same area. 

Snipers who are realists know that they are disposable, 
they are aware that no one will be coming back to rescue 
them. This pressure can only be combated by one of two 








things; super-confidence in his equipment or a hatred of 
the enemy that overcomes all fear. In ideal conditions 
snipers are picked for specialised courses and graduate 
with crossed rifles. Some might have the correct mental 
abilities to make an extended career out of it, but most 
never even get a chance to try out the skills. 

But the majority of snipers have had no extra skills and 
have been chosen just because they are on the spot. The 
ones who get re-used for the sniper's art are the ones that 
have learnt very quickly how to survive. Some may even 
see out the war, but successful snipers are not born, they 
are the ones who accept all information about shooting, 
concealment, camouflage, map reading, target 
identification, judging distance, general observation, 
stalking, and most importantly (the one they do not 
mention in the military manuals) to keep their escape 
route open, never let the enemy be in a position to block 
his exits. 


Capture = Certain Torture and Death 


When a sniper lays his rifle to his shoulder and his cheek 
to his butt, during the brief moment while he is taking aim 
there is always that myriad thought. If he did not touch 
off the trigger he would be left unpursued and he would 
remain a free man, to take his chances just the same as 
other soldiers. Once the shot is fired at the shoulder 
blades of an enemy 500 yds away, it can never be 
returned - the clock can never be put back, he is a hunted 
and hated man. Every means at their disposal; heat 
seeking, electronic sensors, night vision scopes, spotting 
scopes and helicopters, as soon as the sniper kills one 
man his compatriots swear a mental oath to hound him 
to his death. 

That decision is his alone, with his finger on the trigger, 
it is up to his courage alone. Death on one side, liberty 
on the other. Most have more than likely never hesitated 
and only thought of their duty to their mates, and 
sacrificed their own lives to buy some extra time so the 
wounded could be evacuated. This decision is what 
courage is all about, and we will study some more

{t all started one beautiful sunny day that we in 
the land of OZ enjoy (for now, that is). | was with 
my family, wife and two small sons, in the front 
garden of my terribly usual OZ type home, when 
a Federal Government car pulled into the 
driveway. Two persons alighted, whom at first | 
didn't recognise as they were dressed in mufti and 
not their usual working dress. | and my family were 
further lulled with their cheerful greeting, their 
statement that they were from the Customs 
Service and request to have a talk in the confines 
of our home. How sorry we were to be, when less 
than one hour later we were short by one VNT 63. 

Sitting at the family table they requested to view 
my Type 63 rifle, | might add being held quite 
legally, having a current firearms licence and it 
being registered with the appropriate authorities. 
On its production they brought out paperwork and 
commenced to write out a seizure notice 

At this time | became worried as to what was 
going on, and having a little legal knowledge asked 
what they intended doing. Their answer was, "We 
just need to check to see if it is a fully automatic 
‘one or not.” | informed them that there was no way 
it was a fully automatic as numerous people had 
fired it, it was registered with the authorities who 
do not allow such firearms, and that if they wanted 
to take the firearm down they could see that it still 
had the interrupter sear in it and that it had not 
been doctored in any way whatsoever. His answer 
to this, "I'm sorry but | don’t know anything about 
guns so we will have to take it in and check.” Oh 
how | wish now that | knew as much about the 
Customs Act as | do now,

charge me with?" (| might add that my wife was holding me in 
the chair at this time.) With this they quickly made mumbled 
excuses about how sorry they were that all this had to happen 


and that they would get it back to me as soon as 
possible. | didn't even realise at this time that the 
government of this country actually lied, how 
naive can you get! Anyway, they grabbed the rifle 
and got out of the house as fast as they could 
before | could ask more embarrassing questions. 


After they had gone and | had calmed down 
somewhat | read the paperwork they had given 
me which stated that they had seized a Type 68 
Chinese Rifie!? Later paperwork arrived which 
Stated that if | wanted the rifle (goods) returned 
then | had to claim before the expiration of 30 
days. | had written to claim it about 10 days after 
it was seized and so started the saga of fighting 
@ government department. The only response 
was a card to the fact they had "received my 
correspondence and it was receiving attention". 
Then nothing for eight months, until a letter that 
Stated if we wanted our rifles back ( there were 
numerous people by this time that this had 
happened to) we had to take legal action against 
the Customs, which we all commenced to do 
When they learnt that they all had to attend 
several different courts on the same day and their 
resources were stretched {o the limit they 
complained that we were being "unfair"(!), and 
they didn’t have the manpower to go to all of these 
different courts , so could we do them a favour and 
have them all brought to the same court. Now one 
must realise at this time that they have the whole 
of the Government Solicitors Office at their 
disposal as well as their own legal section. 


Court Action 


All of the actions against the Customs Service 
at this time were brought before the Small Claims 
Court, as the amounts did not exceed the 
prescribed amount set down by law. Part of the 
Jaws that govern this court states that "no party 
shall be represented by legal counsel unless both 
parties agree." Guess what? On the very first day 
in court they rolled up with no less than two of their 
Legal Department's representatives who 
commenced to receive a lesson from a magistrate 
who was very familiar with the Customs Act they 
were trying to work by. Attempts to have these 
legal beagles removed from the case were 
strongly contested 

The next case to come before the courts three 


end of the table looking very smug piped up with, "We aren't lawyers rolled up and commenced to browbeat the owner (who 
going to charge you with anything.” This was the last straw. being an honest respectable Australian citizen had never been 
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in court in his life) into submission before the matter even got 
before the magistrate. This was, mind you, outside the court in 
front of all the others waiting for the court to begin, sound like 
familiar history? The case started with attempts to remove these 
legal beagles from the court as per the laws set down for small 
claims actions. This was vigorously contested and the 
Magistrate advised the owner, who by this time was feeling like 
the "Shropshire Slasher", to seek legal representation himself 
so he didn't get slaughtered on the spot. 


The third case had by this time been moved up to a higher 
court by the workings of these masterminds to intimidate the 
owners into submission because in this higher court they could 
claim untold costs against each owner. They fell flat on their 
faces though and found what true Australians are made of. 

Dragging in the Big Guns 

They again came to court with three persons, only this time 
all three were from the Government Solicitors Office, the leading 
person being almost the head honcho himself. Things were 
Starting to heat up, or maybe they were feeling a little put out 
that things were not going their way. Again they strongly 
contested all aspects of the case and went as far as perjuring 
themselves in court as well as making the following statement 
to the Magistrate: "Your Honour might as well throw this matter 
out now as these people can not afford to fight us.” 


Charming, isn't it? However the Magistrate was not impressed 
one little bit and suggested the owner seek legal representation 
as he appeared to be a little crushed by the weight of legal 
artillery of the Customs Service. 


At this time all owners of the Very Naughty Type 63 (VNT 63) 
got together and sought legal advice, which was the only way 
they could afford to fight the massive onslaught from the 
Customs and Government solicitors. Guess what? They then 
screamed, "UNFAIR, YOU CAN'T DO THAT, YOU'LL BE ABLE 
TO FIGHT US THAT WAY!", and the matter went into limbo 
whilst both sides tried to sort out a solution. All this time were 
these VNT 63's sitting in the Customs strong room taking up 
most of the space therein, and hopefully reminding them every 
day that what they were doing was not ethical! 


Now |'m not saying that | might be right here but this matter 
was strung out for five (5) years, when all of a sudden process 
servers lobbed on owners’ doorsteps with notices of intention 
to dispose of their rifles. Apparently there is only a five year limit 
on items seized by the Customs Service and if no action 
regarding them has been finalised in that time they have to be 
returned to their owners. It appeared to all the owners that they 
had stretched the matter out and waited to the last minute so 
that they could bring this little snippet out of the blue, but then 
again was | totally cynical by this time? 

The only course of action left to the owners was to have the 
tifles deactivated or dumped in the melting pot; deactivated at 
their own expense as well, | might add. 


Last Hope? Fat Chance! 


Not to be outdone the owners continued their battle through 
the only channel left open to them at this time, a Government 
department that expounds that they champion the cause of the 
underling against wrongdoings of other Government 
departments, that wonderful institution called the Ombudsman 
Office, a Government edifice that chews up millions of 
taxpayers’ dollars every year for what nearly every Australian 
considers a worthwhile expenditure of their tax money. Wrong, 
dear taxpayers, they are there to justify the wrongdoings of 


other Government departments with eloquent rhetoric and 
circumnavigate the questions that are too hard to answer. 


The laughable part about it all was they tried to justify the whole 
mistake by using a 1951 judgement from the High Court used 
in Ron Owen's case, that of BURTON v HONAN. This was a 
case that concerned a person importing a second hand Buick 
which was represented as “a gift” whilst not holding an 
importation licence under the Customs Regulations, and further 
obtaining the said licence, but in doing so made representation 
which was untrue. The vehicle was therefore declared a 
prohibited import under Section 229(i) of the Customs Act, "Any 
false statement on any entry, invoice, etc." The person 
concerned was also convicted for the OFFENCE and that 
CONVICTION caused the forfeiture of the said goods. 

Now | ask f 
you, what the 
hell has this 
got to do with 
the owners of 
these VNT 
63's?

statement on

document, never made a mark on any such document. All they 
in fact did was buy, quite legally, from a shop, an item that was 
presented for sale. That's in an Australian shop, in an Australian 
Street, in an Australian City, let into Australia by the Australian 
Customs Service after being presented and checked by the 
Australian Federal Police Armoury and passed as suitable for 
home consumption onto the home market under Section 30 of 
the Customs Act 1901, which states that once it had left 
Customs CONTROL on to the HOME MARKET they no longer 
have jurisdiction over those items. Yes, you might well ask, how 
then did they invade honest Australians’ homes and seize these 
items when they did not have authority to do so? I'm still asking 
the same question myself. No one, including that rampart 
supposed to uphold the cause of all Australian citizens against 
errors of Government departments, the Ombudsman Office, 
has come up with a decent answer. 

| couldn't put it better than the Public Accounts Committee who 
stated that Customs were at best INCOMPETENT or at worst 
CONSPIRATORIAL and DECEITFUL. How very, very true in 
every word. 


Customs have the power to declare anything 
a prohibted import retrospectively and 
confiscate it years later 





Whodunnit?

they searched our house. ! requested to be allowed to go 
upstairs and wake my wife and tell her what was going on. They 
agreed to this but accompanied me to the upstairs bedroom. 
After | had woken her they demanded that she come downstairs 
and sit on the lounge. We were not permitted to watch them

They interviewed me in the back yard (in my pyjamas) but when 
it became obvious to them that | had no knowledge of a drug 





On the 19th of February this year my company 
was due in court to fight for possession of our 
engineering factory premises against the 
Commonwealth Bank, which was seeking 
possession through the court system. We had 
originally borrowed some $270,000 to restore 
a magnificent old hotel at Leeton. The Hydro 
Hotel was designed by the Government 
Architect who designed the Queen Victoria 
Building in Sydney and was threatened with 
being bulldozed. The original debt had been 
built up by the Commonwealth Bank charging 
interest at a rate of 27%. 

At 6.30 on this particular morning | was sitting 
on the lounge downstairs making notes for the 
court hearing when there was a knock on the 
front door, which was half open to let in some

cool air. | went to the door and there were six 
or seven men in plain clothes standing on the 
patio. One of them showed me a warrant card and informed me 
that they were the drug squad from Sydney. ! said, "Come in, | 
have nothing to hide.” 

The person in charge demanded | go out to the back yard while 


crop which had been discovered some weeks before growing 
‘on a 5,000 acre property three and a half hours’ drive from my 
home, they took me back into the house. The property was left 
to me by my father and was still part of his estate. | had not been 
to the property, which is leased to a woman who runs 2,000 
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sheep and 70 head of cattle on it, since July of last year. There 
were also two sleeper cutters there who were cutting sleepers 
on the property. 


Surprise, Surprise 

It was at this stage that they invited me into the back room and 
handed me a little plastic container. As | was not wearing my 
glasses | took hold of the little plastic container to inspect it. It 
contained what appeared to be a number of seeds like sorghum 
seeds. | handed the container back saying it was not mine and 
| had never seen it before - or words to that effect. 

During the back yard interview | was informed that all our 
phones had been "bugged" for two years. This was no news to 
me as | am chairman of the Australian Borrowers’ Association 
and have spent the past eight years helping victims fight the 
Banks. Some eighteen months prior to the raid | supplied a 
statutory declaration to Lawrence Hoins, author of "How to 
Screw Your Bank" to this effect. We had become aware of the 
bugging of our phones when we were 
greeted by the Deacon Centre when trying 
to phone other people. The Deacon Centre 
is, of course, the ASIO phone tapping centre. 
| assured the raiders that | was well aware 
of their phone tapping activities. 


Also during the back yard interrogation they 
were surprised to learn that | had been 
initially responsible for the use of satellite 
surveillance in the location of drug crops. 
This was in conjunction with our then nearby 
local National Party member, Mr Tim Fisher. 

Towards the end of their search one of the 
raiders threatened to smash into my mother- 
in-law's car with an axe if the key was not 
handed over immediately. When he was told 
it had already been given to the man who 
had closely escorted my wife upstairs to get 
it, he snatched the key and, refusing to allow 
my wife to watch while he searched it, 
tushed out the door, unlocked the Volvo and presumably 
searched it by pulling the contents out of the glovebox. 


Their "Record of Interview", written at the Police Station some 
two hours later, bears no relation to what was actually said at 
the backyard interview or inside the house, being twisted to 
conveniently suit their intention to incriminate me. My wife and 
| separately wrote accounts of the morning's raid which were 
essentially identical in content but quite different to the drug 
squad record of what had allegedly taken place. Ours is correct. 


Oh, And By The Way... 

In spite of what is in their records | was never "read my rights” 
- the head raider simply turned to me and said, "By the way, 
you're under arrest". When we arrived at the Police Station he 
also turned to me saying, "By the way, we found a pistol under 
your bed", He did not show it to me then or later. | have never 
owned a pistol, | said so and accused them of planting it and 
the seeds in my home in an endeavour to incriminate me. 

| then demanded to see the most senior police officer in Leeton. 
They brought in an alleged detective from Griffith who was said 
to be travelling to Wagga, and | laid an official complaint about 
their conduct towards myself. | was not permitted to talk to 
anybody or make any phone calls for the entire day. 

While at the police station some of the dfug squad men 
returned from our company work premises and demanded the 











combination to our safe. | spoke to a local detective and insisted 
thatan employee, whom | named, be present when they opened 
the safe to stop them "discovering" large quantities of money 
which were notin it. | knew there was nothing in the safe except 
company seals and a few lottery tickets. 

When | went before 
the Magistrate 
seeking bail | made it 
very Clear to him that! 
had witnessed the 
drug squad producing 
seeds which they 
alleged that they had 
found in my house 
which did not belong 
to me and which | had 
never seen before. 

Initially bail was set 
at a ridiculous 
$200,000 with 
$50,000 surety. Once the drug squad left town this was reduced 
to $50,000 bail and $5,000 cash surety. This was actually at 10 
minutes to 5 on a Friday, 19th February - this giving my wife 
ten minutes to race to the bank, withdraw $5,000 which 
fortunately she had in her account, and get back to the court 
house by Spm - thus avoiding my having to stay in the police 
lockup until the foliowing Monday. 

Of course the Commonwealth Bank court case was safely over 
by this time and we had been defeated due to my being 
unavailable to contact my barrister, so the way was set for the 
Commonwealth Bank to take possession of our engineering 
workshop premises. 

Herewith are photos of these premises and of the historic 
Hydro Motor Inn. The Commonwealth Bank has no financial 
claim over the Hydro but is clearly trying to steal it by winding 
up our engineering company which owns it. 

These Rambo style raids are an insult to decent law abiding 
citizens’ integrity. My only brushes with the law have been a 
couple of minor speeding fines in some forty years’ of driving 
millions of miles. Raiders should not be able to enter private 
homes without first being searched, and their searches should 
be supervised by independent witnesses to ensure nothing is 
“planted”. 


They threatened to remove the office safe with a 
sledgehammer. Even with the combination they took an hour to 


open the safe. cs

Australian defence is like an Irish joke, we have none. 
The only country that is less defended than us is the 
Antarctic continent, and | am sure our Asian neighbours 
are aware of this and use Antarctica as the punch line. 
Why are we so undefended? There is no lack of will or 
skills in the population but our defencelessness is due to 
political manipulation, 

England under Cromwell had a constitutional experiment 
with a republic which failed. From 1649 to 1660 the 
republican parliament misused the people and General 
Monk, Commander in Chief of the armed forces, invited 
King Charles || to “enjoy his own again" and return as 
King. Our republican politicians are aware that in the 
constitutional crisis Whitlam verses Kerr, the Australian 
armed forces were preparing to act against Whitlam if he 
did not stand down. The Labor republican political wing 
at the time was aware of this and was making 
preparations for revolution. Whitlam backed down, but 
the republican faction knew that disarmament was a 
preparatory move to the republic and never forgot it. 


Flavius Vegetius Renatus, who wrote the Roman military 
bible, De Re Militari, which is still essential reading for all 
generals of note, (he was not a loser like Fabius 
Maximus) was famous for military maxims, one being "in 
the midst of peace, war is looked upon as an object too 
distant to merit consideration.” And "he who desires 
peace, should prepare for war." In two thousand years 
they have never been contradicted; ignored, but only to 
a country's peril, the result being the death and 
destruction of its inhabitants. Historically throughout the 
last ten thousand years, races like the Celts, the Huns, 
the Vandals, the Danes, the Angles, the Turks, the 
Saxons, the Mongols and the Japanese have risen in the 
east and due to the force of numbers have migrated in 
the direction of the easiest resistance, every time causing 
massive loss of life, and sometimes forcing other racial 
groups to migrate themselves, moving in the steps of the 
preceding racial conflict, burning and killing in an attempt 
to gain a place for themselves away from the race that 
has forced them from their homeland. This has been the 
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way of the world and it is not any different today, nor will 
it be in a thousand years to come. 

7th of December 1941 - the Japanese bombed the 
surprised Americans at Pearl Harbour, Hawaii (though 
Roosevelt knew). 


8th of December - Japanese forces invaded Malaya, 
occupied Thailand and seized the international 
settlement at Shanghai 

10th of December - Japanese forces invaded the 
Philippines and took the island of Guam. 

By the 26th of December 1941, Douglas MacArthur 
withdrew from the Philippines and the British lost Hong 
Kong to the Japanese. What was lost in sixteen days took 
four years and nuclear bombs to regain. It was only by 
an accident that the US aircraft carriers the "Enterprise", 
"Lexington" and "Saratoga" were at sea on an exercise 
when the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbour. 

That accident lost the war for the Japanese, and saved 
Australia from invasion on the first day. If those carriers 
had been damaged at Pearl Harbour the Americans 
would not have been able to even fight the battles of the 
Coral Sea and Midway, never mind win them. Australia, 
New Zealand, and Hawaii would have been in Japanese 
hands within months and the U.S.A. would have been an 
isolated island to be picked off at the Axis's New World's 
convenience. 


The Time Bomb 


The pressure which caused Japanese expansion has not 
decreased, in fact it has increased. That pressure is in 
fact the population growth in China. The Japanese 
wanted to control it and use its manpower resources to 
dominate the world, as they knew that if they didn’t it 
would eventually overwhelm them. 


The Chinese delegate to the Olympic Committee a few 
weeks ago mentioned that if his country was to 
destabilise and 10% of his countrymen exited China as 
refugees (that’s 100 million hungry people), that's your 
problem, he said.

Millions of Vietnamese would seek food and space in 
Malaya, millions of Malayans would flee to Indonesia and 
millions of Indonesians would have to seek refuge in 
Australia to eat.

This was not the 
Australian Army‘s equipment though, it was the 
Singaporean Army over here for a training exercise and 
they had transported all this equipment to Australia while 
Qantas was busy helping to fly in the 3,500 men (per the 
newspapers) or 5,500 men (per Australian staff out at the 
camp) to use the. 9,500 men could be transported in the 
trucks.

In fact the tanks and maybe the trucks are staying here 
waiting for the next contingent of Singaporean soldiers.

Mr Keating, our Australian 
Prime Minister, on the 28th October this year said they 
would be "stepping up defence co-operation with

The 
chief of the 
Australian 
defence forces for 
the last six years, 
recently retired 
General Peter 
Graton, advocat- 
ed in his farewell 
address closer ties 
with Indonesia. He 


had received a medal of honour (the highest they have) 
from the Indonesian government and had close contact 
with General Try Sutrisno, who is also the Vice President 
of Indonesia. 


The Indonesian forces are training now with our most 
highly trained troops, the SAS in Western Australia. 
Indonesian pilots fly over central Australia to use the 
bombing range in South Australia, they are being given 
information on our horizon radar system even before we 
have it working and the Navy is having joint exercises 
with Indonesian ships. All while Mr Keating is going to 
step up defence co-operation with Indonesia! If they get 
any closer co-operation they will be doing the honour

The Australian defence expenditure in 1990 was $9.3 
billion (US $7.2 billion] for a total armed force of 58,000 
(including 8500 women). One soldier in four has a combat 
tole, 3102 rifleman, eight hundred of them are overseas 
at the moment. We have (if they are all going) 103 
Leopard 1A3 tanks, 7 diesel submarines, 3 destroyers, 
and 7 frigates. The rest of the Navy is made up of inshore 
craft and is little more effective than “Daddy's yacht". In 
our Air Force we have 158 people called "combatants" 
(pilots), 17 F-111Cs, 53 F-18s. We would have had 18 
F-111 but one crashed in October. Our pilots only get to 
fly the absolute minimum amount of time needed to 
maintain safety standards, and with the accidents under 
review in the Air Force at this time it suggests that it is 
not high enough. We also have to take into account that

with this high tech equipment once a certain amount of 
flying time is up, and our F-111 are twenty years old, 
when they are refitted it will take ten months to get them 
airborne again. 
Crippled By Further Cutbacks 

More staff cuts are being implemented in the Air Force 
at the present time, and ammunition is also scarce. In 
4991 only six air defence missiles were allocated to the 
South Australian Ill Air Defence Battery, insufficient to 
ensure the equipment works, let alone meet training 
requirements. The new rifle the Aug Steyr has had 
massive problems and is affecting morale, while the 
artillery have not a full variety of ammunition to train with. 
Two regiments of regulars have been disbanded and are 
to be replaced with ready reserves. They are very keen 
but have civilian jobs; after a 12 month training course 
they are on a reserve basis and meet on Sundays for 
training, but because it's hard to force them to go troops 
or platoons are only at half strength. If they were required 
for.a war situation they have been comforted that they 
would receive 90 days of extra training, but the reality of 
this is rather remote as in 9 days it could be all over. They 
would be used as is, or never finish their training. 





- If any of our defence forces actually opposed an invader, 
in the full knowledge that there was nothing to back him 
up, he would be a very brave man indeed and would 
deserve the same sort of respect as the men in the charge 
of the Light Brigade. With no backup sacrifice has no 
purpose, our defence force would be like moths around 
a candle. 

The Chinese defence expenditure is a smaller figure 
about US$ 6 billion, but they have an army of 3,600,000 
men plus a reserve militia of 4 to 7 million men, also 1 
million men in their naval reserve. Their navy has 1500 
vessels and their air force has 4000 aircraft. They have 
been dedicating themselves to reducing the size of their 
forces and to increasing technology for the last 8 years.

They are a nuclear power with a large military and 
commercial space program, so they have delivery 
systems. My point is not to suggest that China is a direct 
threat to Australia but to look at the way China organises 
it's country's resources to fund its defence forces. 

Once we have reached the conclusion that we have been 
betrayed, that our defences have been removed, we have 
to start thinking of rectifying the situation, The human 
animal's only defence is its brain, other animals on our 
planet have thick armour or big teeth while we only have 
our intelligence. Whoever utilises that intelligence wins 
the wars and gains peace. The People’s Republic of 
China is socialist and in all cases disagreeable, but if 
some organiser has made the right move in planning and 
funding their armed forces we would not be utilising our 
brains if we did not try and learn from their success. Their 
armed forces do not depend on funds given to them by 
the government, that is why their massive defence 
resources are only costing the government $6 billion a 
year. 

In the early fifties the army, navy, air force and Bureau 
of Public Safety were give large tracts of land, (the 
Bureau of Public Safety was given 20 million slave 
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labourers which it doesn't have to pay at all). In 
every province, the navy of course was given the 
ports and coast areas with the charter of 
developing those areas in their own way to suit 
their military needs. They could of course use the 
people in the villages to grow food, the oil in the 
ground to power the tanks, and the factories to 
build the ships. All of these resources in these 
areas belonged to them. They paid the people to 
build the factories and employed the people to 
make the uniforms, the explosives, the aircraft, 
the rifles and supply the man power for the 
armed forces.

lan Murphy is the founder of the AUS! Freedom 
Scouts, a group of Australian patriots 
concerned that the defence of this country is in 
tatters but are also prepared to do something 
about it.

LS&B: Do you feel that Australia is in the greatest 
danger fram the "new world” political parties' use of 
force to contro! the people as they ignore the 
constitution, or the threat of external invasion from the 
Pacific rim countries.?

IM: Our parliaments are too gutless to stand up for 
national security and the Australian people in the face of 
UN world disarmament plans. They had better wake up 
that under New World Order control they will be 
eliminated first. 

LS&B: Do you think an invading Asian country would 
have any use for the white or black population in 
Australia, or would they exterminate us as they have 
no shortage of skilled manpower only mouths to feed. 
IM: Both the black and white population of Australia would 
be systematically reduced and finally eliminated by an 
invading Asian country just as is happening in East Timor, 
LS&B: Do you think Australians have still got the 
courage to fight on their own or have they been 
softened by fifty years of socialism, football and beer?

| would like to respond to A.J. Foot - LS&B’s Army 
correspondent - and his recent article entitled "Is the 
Australian Army Rifle Nothing But a Big Lemon?" - Nov 
Edition 12. = 

As one of the first diggers to have trained with the Steyr 
| believe that | can correct and add to some of the myths 
and facts about the F88 Steyr. | would like to point out 
some of the discrepancies to Jimi and LS&B so that as 
a professional publication it may never be compromised. 
The socialists and greenies just love it when someone 
else is wrong for a change. 

The F88 Steyr is at best an average weapon. It definitely 
could be a lot better and has heaps of room for

improvement. It suffers greatly from quality control, and 
as one of my NCOs used to scream, "Remember, men, 
your weapon was made by the lowest bidder" rings very 
true in the case of the F88, It does have some good 
points, and | hope to list them along with the bad. 

4. Many of the optical sights were manufactured with two 
cross hairs instead of one. The optic sight often filled with 
water if the weapon became immersed whilst on a water 
obstacle. 

2. The blade of the bayonet often broke on the bayonet 
assault course, and at best was impossible to get on the 
tifle's bayonet stud. At the time we were issued with the 
American M-10 bayonets. The Buck knives we were 
issued with are a small improvement on the M-10, 
although they are also imported and cost nearly $200 to 
replace. Also, the Buck knife/bayonet sheath unclips from 
the ftog and is easily lost. This is rectified by tying it to 
one's webbing with hoochie cord. Avoiding an expensive 
L&D also means avoiding easy if not possible access to 
the bayonet while on one's webbing. The wire cutting 
ability of the Buck knife/bayonet is something that has 
been neglected for a long time by the ADF. However, 
when fitted to the rifle the knife is very front heavy, 
awkward and unbalanced. Even when available the Buck 
knife/bayonet is not used for ceremonial occasions; the 


American M-10 is used instead. 

3. After bayonet assault courses the barrels were often 
bent or the bayonet stud was damaged. (A lot of the 
webbing was damaged to the point that it needed to be 
teplaced). 

4. The butt plates often fell off even though the retaining 
pin was still in place. 

5. The cocking handle: - which when the weapon is 
placed down on the ground goes face down so that the 
safety catch is face up and can be seen. This makes the 
cocking handle vulnerable. Kapooka is infamous for its 
rabbit holes and many a stumbling recruit has sheared his 
/her cocking handle clean off. Boy is it useless then, and 
it cannot even be recocked with the 
aid of a screwdriver or clasp knife. The 
cocking handles make excellent key 
rings though. 

6. The emergency battle sights (iron 
luminous sights on top of optic sight) 
are a good idea for a backup if the 
optic sight is damaged. The problem 
is they were often poorly machined 
and do not glow in the dark at all. 

7. With practise the habit of firing 
using the optic sight with both eyes 
open became second nature. Firing with one eye closed 
tends to result in what is commonly called Steyr eye - a 
big black bruise ring around the shooter's eye socket. 
With one eye shut the shooter tends to place the eye like 
a sporting shooter close to the eye piece and then find 
out why it is a no go, 

8. The trigger guard, like the weapon, is designed for 
the cold and thick padded gloves. It is an Arctic trigger 
and apparently a requirement tor all NATO members. Old 
regular soldiers would be able to tell you that an SLR had 
an Arctic trigger as well. This allows the weapon to be 
carried in one of the four approved carrying positions as 
approved by Army PTI's. No one who | did basic training 
with or at my present posting has had a problem with 
small hands slipping off the guard onto the trigger. 

9. The gas piston is perhaps the most pathetic part of 
the weapon. It is as stated, "a bitch to clean", and seems 
to attract an incredible build up of carbon within a short 
time. Why NCOs in some Ready and General Reserve 
units are only allowed to clean the gas plug is as follows: 
it was an early Kapooka practise to scrape off the carbon 
build up with a brass key. This resulted in the silver/alloy 
coating eventually being removed from the top of the 
piston. This fraction of silver/alloy coating, once removed, 
allows too much gas to escape making the weapon 
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almost inoperable. 

10. The other gas setting not mentioned is a setting for 
grenade. This is not currently in use and ADI claims to 
be having difficulty in manufacture at this time. Pictures 
and posters have been issued showing a bullet trap 
grenade being fired from the F88. This appears similar to 
those used on the Austrian 9mm Steyrs. For reference 
this poster also has a description of the ADI's new 
generation of grenades outlining their purpose and 
effectiveness - these included a red phosphorous 
grenade for warfare in tropical regions. 

11. The 30 round magazine is easy to disassemble and 
clean. With some of them it is best to use the Bren rule. 
It takes 30 rounds, but only put in 28 rounds so that it 
doesn't jam. Some diggers in the past have been issued 
magazines that hold and are calibrated for 40 rounds. 
When going to ground on any surface | and others have 
not had any rounds dislodged from the magazine or the 
prominent base of the magazine damaged and fail to 
service the weapon. The magazine is not rammed or 
pushed hard into the weapon. This is a rule that is 
standard on the SLR and Bren. 

12. The F88 magazine is opaque in appearance and 
made from a nylon plastic by Sabco and Nylex. The 
opaque plastic and numbered calibrations allow the 
digger to see how many rounds he/she has up to the last 
five. Many ask why the M16 magazine is not used. The 
ADF's M16s and F89 Minimi machine gun both use them 
along with most of the free world. One would think that 
the technology would be available to tool the weapon for 
this magazine. 

13, The ammunition for the F88 is the NATO SS109 
5.56x45mm round. When on the range at Kapooka the 
only 5.56mm ammunition available was that used in 
M16s etc. This caused a lot of problems, these being 
mostly misfeeds and soft strikes. General Reserve 
instructors at Wacol have been telling me that they now 
have the SS109 round and have a lot of difficulty 
chambering it in the M16. 

414, The F88c is the carbine version of the F88. It is 
exactly the flash suppressor length shorter than the F88; 
it still has a flash suppressor but not a bayonet stud. A 
certain Armoured Unit has been using Israeli 5.56mm 
rounds with the carbine and say they can hear it rattle 
down the barrel, Encouraging, isn’t it? I'm still waiting to 
use some Australian made ammo; so far we have had 
Israeli, American and some of Belgian manufacture. 

415. The trigger mechanism is extremely susceptible to 
dirt and mud. It is fixed and difficult to clean thoroughly. 
When it becomes fouled and fails to operate it must be 
taken to an armourer for servicing. 

16. The trigger itself has a small button on its base that 
changes the weapon from automatic to semi automatic 
(yes, back to front). This button has been dubbed the 
"wimp button". It works on a two pressure trigger pull 
when on automatic, and when it doesn't jam the rifle

18. The Steyr with all CES and loaded weighs exactly 
the same as the SLR unloaded. The bullpup design is 
convenient and popular, being short, light and automatic. 

The lack of motivation and money put into weapons 
testing and trials are reflected in the F88. ADI was 
originally blaming the poor manufacture and quality of the 
F88 on the Austrian Government. This, they claim, 
resulted when ADI purchased the blueprints for the Steyr 
in the early 1980s. (It is now 1993, isn't it?) They claim 
that the fine adjustments to the dies and tools made by 
the Austrian workers were not added to the blueprints. 
ADI claimed that for a time they had to implement a policy 
of trial and error to meet manufacture commitments for 
ADF and the New Zealand Defence Force. This 
incompetence has led to poor construction and supply of 
the nation's weapons.

Quality has visually improved but the 
mistakes listed are still occurring now after several years 
of manufacture.

different ways in character with their national design 
traditions. The US M 14 was designed with almost match 
rifle sights, a traditional fixed receiver and a conventional 
rifle one piece stock design . The SLR/ FN FAL had 
efficient but rudimentary sights, front sight attached to the 
barrel and upper receiver, the rear sight attached to the 
lower receiver and butt. The receiver being in two pieces 
makes cleaning from the rear much easier and effective, 
as any damage to the muzzle of an M 14 by a cleaning 
rod can only be fixed with a new barrel.

The stock on the SLR/FN FAL looks unconventional but

A Slur Is Born 


They began their military career in Belgium at the 
Fabrique Nationale factory. They were modified and 
adopted by Great Britain, Australia and New Zealand. 
The Belgians sold their rifle to many different countries 
and they always gave good service wherever they saw 
use. Thousands were used in the Belgian Congo where 
mercenaries and terrorists used them, but the best story 
| ever heard involving the FN FAL was when twelve 
mercenaries were surrounded by five thousand 
suntanned rebels. Only two mercenaries were not 
wounded, they were holding out in an old brick works near 
a river; the rest of the town was inundated by the rebels. 
Twelve fresh mercenaries turned up by boat armed with 
their full-auto version of the FN FAL, joined the wounded 
section in the brick works, and then proceeded to clear 
the town of the five thousand enemy. This is of course 
only scuttlebutt but if any readers can throw any light or 
realism on this exploit please write in and let us know. 

When the rifle designers of the period were creating the 
FN FAL and the M 14, which were both in the 308 
Winchester/7.62 Nato calibre, they both were faced with 
similar design problems and they both solved them in

shoulder and cheek bone of some raw recruit who has 
never fired a rifle before. The hand on the pistol grip 
places extra weight on the barrel, which reduces muzzle 
jump when a shot is fired. Muzzle jump makes fully auto 
fire inaccurate and belts the rooky in his cheek bone. The 
heel of his right hand absorbs more of the recoil fram the 
pistol grip, which saves transmitting it to the shoulder. 
The pistol grip gives the right hand more control of the 
rifle, recovering the point of aim quicker after recoil. The 
gas assembly is above the barre! which lowers the barrel 
in perspective to the comb of the stock, This allows the 
recoil to travel directly backwards rather than to lift the 
muzzle after the shot has been fired. The weight of the 
gas piston and assembly above the barrel also tends to 
counteract any muzzle jump. 


Functional Design 

The unconventional stock designs on most military rifles 
are done for a good purpose, they are not just designed 
to look deadly. Nearly all sporting rifle technology has 
originated somewhere for some purpose in the 
development of military rifles, even though the military 
purpose of the design is not the purpose required in the 
sporting field. When | was shown by my weapons 
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instructor how to clean my SLR | realised immediately the 
instructor didn't know the difference from a land to a 
groove and that the British Army cleaning procedures had 
not improved since an earlier weapons instructor had 
taught me to clean Lee Enfields and Brens when | was 
twelve and in the Army cadets. He didn’t know what a 
copper removing solvent was, or a bronze brush or for 
that matter what the purpose of a cleaning rod was. As 
far as he was concerned if you pulled the "pull-through” 
through your barrel with oil so many times it looked shiny, 
and rubbed a bit of soil onto the piston crud as an an 
abrasive, it would shine up the chrome plating, wipe it with 
oil and everything was fine. Accuracy with a fouled barrel 
got fixed eventually when the barrel got changed over 
when it went for its next refurbish, or the soil had worn 
the chrome plating off and rust had taken over and then 
it seized up and failed then to save our soldiers’ lives. 


In my early military career the Army Medical Corps did 
a great service for the soldier assisting him in the 
maintenance of his SLR. They distributed condoms to all 
the young soldiers with lectures about VD. They were 
great for sticking over the flash eliminator - it kept mud, 
dirt and water from getting in the slots and ending up in 
the barrel. If the rifle had to be fired the first bullet would 
take it off with no pressure problems. On exercises the 
sometimes the breech block had to be kept in the side 
pack (saves accidental discharges) so the best thing to 
put it in was a condom; just tie a knot in it and it would 
keep the dirt out and coat it with nice clean oil, stopping 
it going rusty. 

When we taped two magazines together to stop mud and 
dirt getting into the bottom exposed magazine opening 
we would slide a frenchie over the top and that would 
keep the mud out. In fact for grubs like us living in a wet 
muddy hole in the ground condoms had a thousand and 
one applications. Well enough of the nostalgia if you are 
lucky enough to be confronted with or own an L1A1 this 
is what you do to disassemble it for cleaning.

So | rang Mr Petie to ask where he had obtained this 
figure. He directed me to the Unpublished Data section 
of the Bureau of Statistics, helpfully naming his contact 
there. This man supplied me with the full breakdown of 
figures, which was given to Mr Petie. Apparently 156 
people did die as a result of gunshot wounds in 1987.

So as a 
keen pistol shooter | took offence to this cartoon and sent 
off a short sharp letter to the editor of the Courier- Mail. 
But rather than publish my letter, and | am sure mine was 
not the only one, the editor himself wrote back, and | 
quote: "The handgun, of course, was a symbol; the 
meaning would have been rather lost with the illustration 
of a rifle." Maybe so, Mr Chamberlain, but is that any 
reason to lie? 


“Freedom of the Press" 


And don't get the idea that you can pay to get get your 
message across. In 1989 our local FOAA was negotiating 
for a full page advertisement to go into the Courier-Mail 
on the Saturday preceding the Queensland elections. 
They provided the copy, which of course said, "If you vote 
Labor they will take away your guns", plus a bank cheque 
for $11,500, all sent a fortnight in advance. Surprise, 
surprise, the copy and cheque were returned the day 
before publication date, and all efforts to contact Mr 
Chamberlain were met with "I'm sorry he is in a meeting 
at present”. 

What we are up against is the word "credibility". The 
media hasitin the eyes of the masses. While we at LS&B 
may print the facts warts and all, we do not have it.

Indeed, this month's happenings in Paris could be a 
turning point in French history as more millions 
discover at last how the history of their nation has been 
falsified.”

Tre curiosity entertained by all civilised nations, of 
inquiring into the exploits and adventures of their 
ancestors, commonly excites a regret that the history of 
remote ages should always be so much involved in 
obscurity, uncertainty, and contradiction. We have 
enjoyed many years of civilisation and when people in the 
future reflect on our period it will be adequately recorded 
as in the Roman period but when the sudden violent, and 
unprepared revolutions, incident to barbarians, are so 
much guided by caprice, and terminate so often in cruelty, 
that they disgust us by the uniformity of their appearance; 
and history repeats itself yet again. 

The decline of our civilisation may be read in the morning 
papers, the cracks occurring at an ever-increasing rate, 
the end of our Constitution which 
has been broken on a daily basis for 
the last ten years. The people have 
no recourse to the rule of law, the 
electorate is bought and sold with 
the country's wealth, distributed to 
people forced by economic 
servitude to accept it or starve, 
misery in inches. How can those 
people fairly choose when their only 
life line is the dole. Eight million 
people bought and paid for, this is 
what freedom has come to, with the 
encouragement of excess which | 
would make the pre-Christian 
Roman Empire look positively well- 
behaved. 

Yes, the Roman civilisation was a 
Christian civilisation and Roman 
Britain was a Christian country, and 
for a hundred years the Roman Empire assisted the 
Britons to defend itself against the Saxon barbarians, 
then the Roman/Christian Britons fought on for another 
hundred and fifty years alone. The conflict ebbed and 
flowed. British victories were gained, which once for a 
whole generation brought the conquest to a halt; and in 
the end the mountains which even the Romans had been 
unable to subdue proved an invincible citadel of the 
British race. 


A Legend that Lived 


Most people would be familiar with the story of King 
Arthur and depict him in a medieval fourteenth century 
setting. This is probably due to the re-emergence of 
civilisation, the concept of chivalry, and the history of 
Arthur was mainly written at this time, and the artists

depicted him in that fourteenth century period, complete 
with a magical Merlin. In actual fact he lived in the fifth 
and sixth century and was a Christian Roman/Briton who 
held the onslaught of barbarism back for fifty years. 

The concurring reports of various contemporary authors, 
Llyarc, Merzin, and Taliesin, may be named; and the 
mention made of him in the Welsh Triads show him to 
have been no fictitious hero, but a Roman prince, who in 
the sixth century strove, successfully, against the 
Saxons. He is said to have died A.D. 542. "In the time of 
King Henry II" says Baker, "the bones of King Arthur and 
his wife Guynevour were found in the Vale of Avelan, 
under an hollow oak fifteen foot underground; the hair of 
the said Guynevour being then whole and of fresh colour; 
but as soon as it was touched it fell into powder.” 
Lanquette sensibly remarks, "Of 
this Arthur be written many 
thinges in the Englyshe cronicle of 
small credence, and farre 
discordant from other wryters", he 
adds, "but yet all agree that he 
was a noble and victorious prince 
in all his deeds: and they testify 
that he fought XIl notable 
battayles against the Saxones 
and was alwaie victour”. 

By confounding the Arthur of 
history with that of mythology, the 
chroniclers of the middle ages 
have committed an enormous 
anachronism; and thus have 
blended the real facts of the 
former with the allegorical 
attributes of the other. 

Arthur's concepts that "might is 
right only if right is might" has inspired people through the 
ages. The efforts of good peaple remain long after they 
are gone, when someone lights a candle, makes an 
example, it inspires thankfully many imitators. 
Unfortunately the efforts of bad people live on after them 
but only until the people suffering under their tyranny 
wake up and throw off the chains. 


A Return to Darkness 










The sun sets red, a cold long night, a white misty dawn. 
As the light grows to all it becomes apparent that 
everything has changed. Night time has fallen on Briton. 
Dawn rose on England, poor, hungry, barbarous, 
degraded and divided, but alive. Britain had been an 
active part of a civilised world, England was now once 
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again an island 
of barbarians. It 
had been 
Christian, it was 
now heathen. Its 
people had 
rejoiced in well- 
planned cities, 
with churches, 
market places, 
academics. They 
had nourished 
craftsmen and 
merchants, 

4 professors of 
literature and 
thetoric. For four 
hundred years 
there had been 
law and order, 
respect for 
property anda 
growing 
educated middle 
class. It had 
been torn down 
and burnt, 
disappeared. 
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Now the remaining buildings were of wood, not bricks or 
stone. The people had lost entirely the art of writing. 
Some scribbling in a runic code were the only way that 
thoughts could be conveyed over a distance. Barbarism 
reigned in rags, the confusion and conflict of petty 
ruffians, there was nothing worthy of the name of 
nationhood, not even tribalism. Nor did the seeds of 
recovery spring from the savage hordes, they would 
certainly have continued to welter indefinitely in squalor. 
But for the fact of a new force which was stirring, moving 
slowly, fitfully, and painfully among the ruins of civilised 
Britain, it was King Arthur 

In R.G Collingwood's Roman Britain and English 
Settlements he promotes a theory that Arthur 
commanded a cavalry force trained on Roman lines, 
which he switched from place to place to address the 
Saxon threat. The days of the Roman Legion had passed, 
the Saxon infantry fighting with sword and spear and 
having little armour did not have an answer for mailed 
cavalry. If a chief like Arthur had gathered a band of mail- 
clad cavalry he could have moved freely about Britain, 
everywhere heading the local resistance to the invader 
and gaining repeated victories. The memory of Arthur 
carried with it the hope that a deliverer would return one 
day. The legend lived upon the increasing tribulations of 
the age. Arthur understood Roman ideas and tactics and 
used them for the good of the people. 

Arthur's twelfth battle, says Nennius, (a writer of the time) 
was on Mount Badon in which there fell in one day nine 
hundred and sixty men from the onslaught of Arthur only, 
and no one laid them low save he alone. 

Modern historians cannot tell exactly when and where 
Arthur lived, they are though ready to believe however 
that there this great warrior kept the light of civilisation 
burning against all the storms that beat, and that behind 
his sword there sheltered a faithful following of which the 
memory did not fail. All four groups of the Celtic tribes who 
dwelt in the uplands of Britain cheered themselves with 
the Arthurian legend, from Cornwall to Cumberland each 
claimed their own region as the scene of his exploits. 


Where are you, Arthur? 


We in Australia wake from an awful endless nightmare 
to scenes of increasing economic and political desolation. 
We need an Arthur to unite, inspire and lead us, someone 
with the armour and sword to direct us to the enemy's 
weak area's. That person will be there waiting, but more 
than likely he will not know what it's about or what he has 
to do, we have to find and motivate everybody until we 
find our sleeping leader. Whenever and wherever men 
are fighting against barbarism, tyranny and massacre, for 
freedom, law, and honour, let them remember that the 
fame of their deeds, even through they themselves be 
exterminated, may perhaps be celebrated as long as the 
world rolls around. 


Let us then proclaim the inspiration of King Arthur, 


guarding the common law and our freedom against the 
onslaughts of the New World Order, sustained by valour, 
physical strength and determination so we can set decent 
folk an example for all time. The freedom movement, 
being the people who have woken up from the awful 
dream and realise that the "New World Order" movement 
is slowly incapacitating them, need a symbol to express 
to all the different people in different groups that we do 
have a unity of purpose to defend our Australian way of 
life. When you look around for a symbol in our case it is 
a little difficult as some of our opposition have been very 
busy with symbols and finding something meaningful 
which stands out, which is acceptable to all our groups 
seemed impossible at one time, but on reading about the 
struggle of Arthur, the sword in the anvil is just what we 
need.

By this time our many supporters had begun to file 
in. They were admitted as visitors, which surprised me, and 
full marks to the Bank for allowing this. 


The venue is outstanding - built in the form of an 





Channels 7, 9, 10, ABC and SBS; in 
addition reporters from the Financial 
Review and Sydney Morning Herald 
appeared with notebooks at the ready. 

We each had interviews with the various

The next speaker from our group was Joe Bryant, who 
made some very good points and mentioned that he had 
been a customer of the Bank for 38 business years. 

His first question was why is the CBA not acting within the 
Commonwealth Banks Act 1959, 9.(2) - It is the duty of the 
Board, within the limits of its powers, to ensure that the policy 
of the Corporation, and the banking policy of the 
Commonwealth Bank, of the Savings Bank and of the 
Development Bank, are directed to the greatest advantage 
of the people of Australia and have due regard to the stability 
and balanced development of the Australian economy?? 

The Chairman's reply was that the Board now considered 
the shareholders’ interest came first. So much for the Act. 
We will follow this up to determine the legality. 

The next point made by Joe was that the statistics show 
the number of suicides, 2200 for the last year, 85% were 
attributable to debt problems and as one of the four major 
Banks, the CBA directors would be directly or indirectly 
responsible for some 500 of these deaths. Joe said that he, 
a customer of the Bank for many years, had been before the 
Supreme Court that morning at 9.15 when the judge handed 
down his decision showing a debt of $4.5 million and giving 
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\ 4 Rees Pe. 
Bryant fielding media questions with “one o} those bloody 
yellow nags" in the background. 


When we shortly after this point left this travesty of an 
Annual General Meeting, the TV crews were eagerly 
awaiting us. We advised them of the Chairman's ruling that 
no answers would be given to our controversial questions 
and filled them in on some of the litigation presently facing 
the Bank. As the Board members emerged Donna Batiste 
singled one out and issued him with a writ for $50,000,000 
damages which the TV crews loved. We were invited to 
coffee and biscuits but as we could not find where these 
goodies were being provided we were forced to find our own! 

The following facts emerge: The Bank has broken the law 
in regard to Item #33 (by claiming there are no contingent 
liabilities). Unless the Commonwealth Bank Act 1959 has 
been repealed the Bank has failed to act as per its charter 
and has again broken the law. 

We will be checking the company law situation regarding 
the conduct of the company, and in particular of Annual 
General Meetings, to verify whether the Board has the power 
to refuse to answer questions from the shareholders. The 
Chairman was definitely not in order as regards his 
handling of Joe Bryant's request to continue to speak.
